The  minutes  of  the  rest  of  the  year  reflect  the 
effort  of  the  Board  to  make  the  educational  program  of  the 
District  a  better  one:  the  adoption  of  a  salary  schedule  to  try 
to  attract  and  hold  the  best  teachers,  the  operation  of  summer 
kindergarten,  co-operation  with  the  Title  III  program,  and  the 
purchase  of  new  equipment  for  the  various  departments  to  name 
only  a  few. 

The  Convoy-Union  Board  of  Education  has  done  these 
things  in  the  past  year  in  an  effort  to  give  to  the  boys  and  girls 
of  the  District  better  educational  opportunities.
